The 
platform was let down to the first floor 
again, and in a few minutes three big hods 
of brick were put on. Just as the signal to 
hoist away was given, James Laux, the 14 
year old son of Mr. Laox, came along and 
jumped on to go to the top. The elevator 
went all right. When the fourth floor was 
readied the engineer noticed that the wire 
guide on the cable, uaml to let him know 
the elevator was at that lloor, was coming

was unloaded and raised his hand to pull 
the lever and start his engine. 
Before the 


steam was turned on or he saw the wire 
cable slacken and spring back towards the 
engine. Knowing instantly that tlie cable 
had parted, he looked up almost sick, just 
in time to see a black streak shoot down the 
elevator shaft into Hie basement below. 


Before the accident Charles Laux aud 


one of the men were standing on tbe edge 
of the shaft talking about the work. Mr. 
Laux's body was partly over the edge. 
Mrs. Laux was a few feet away. Just as 
the cable broke dust and small pieces of 
brick fell down the shaft and covered Mr. 
Laux. As the first pieces came, he jumped 
back, and a fraction of & second later 
the elevator shot down into the cellar. 
A great cloud 
of dust came up. He 


could se0 nothing, but could hear groans. 
Without waitine to see who or what was 
down there he jumped from the first floor 
to the ground, a distance of 9 feet. 


One of the workmen in the cellar had 


run up wheu the elevator fell to see what 
was the matter. 
He bad just had tine to 


see through the dust that the boy was lying 
on his right side, half ofF the elevator, 
when Mr. Mux came down from above. 
That scared the man as bad as anybody. 
lie was almost paralyzed, thinking half the 
people from above were going to fall. 


Mr. Laux landed on his feet, picked up 


the bos', and ran up an inclined way, that 
ordinarily makes him puff pretty hard just 
to walk up. Hedld not stop going till he 
had Jim on a bed upstairs. 
Ur. W. J. 


Chenoweth was called. 
He found the boy 


conscious, but evidently suff.-ring from a 
terriblesbnck. So far as could be discov- 
ered, he had suffered no serious injury. He 
was bruised all over, and had cuts on his 
right hip, his left Brm and one side of his 
face. 
When Dr. Chenoweth visited him 


about 7 last night, Jim could stand up and 
talk. 
Still it is not known how badly 


he is hurt. So far as can be seen, there 
aro no internal injuries, hut tliere miy be 
some. Two or three days must elapse be- 
fore his true condition can be known.
